INSTRUCTIONS FOR USE OF 
SMITH & WESSON HIGH POWER 
BOLT ACTION RIFLES 


TO ASSEMBLE THE BOLT 

Place the extractor (1) in a position directly over and in line 
with the right hand locking lug (2) and slide the complete 
assembly forward into the receiver (3). The bolt handle may 
now be turned down. 


TO REMOVE THE BOLT 

Unsafe by sliding the safety button (4) forward, lift the bolt- 
handle and draw it to the rear. At the same time push down 
and outward the bolt stop located on the left hand side of 
the rear end of the receiver. 


TO OPERATE THE SAFETY 

The rifle is furnished with a new type sliding safety with two 
different positions, on safe and off safe. When the safety 
button is pushed forward the rifle is off safe. 


TO LOAD THE RIFLE 

Raise the bolt handle and pull the bolt to the rear. Five. car- 
tridges may now be pressed down into the magazine well (5). 
Upon closing the bolt a loaded cartridge is fed into the 
chamber (6), making the rifle ready to fire, 

TO REMOVE THE CARTRIDGES WITHOUT FIRING 

Open the magazine cover (7) by pressing the button (8) in 
the front part of the trigger guard forward. As the magaziné 
cover is hinged, the cartridges can now be easily removed 
frem the magazine well. 


TO SIGHT THE RIFLE 

The rifle is sighted in for 100 yards at the factory. Other 
positions of the adjustable open rear sight aré 200, 300 and 
350 yards. The receiver is drilled and tapped for easy in- 
stallation of many popular scope mounts and receiver sights, 


SPECIAL SCOPE SAFETY 

A special type of scope safety is not required, as the new 
slide safety is situated se that avery type of scope on the 
market can be used without any difficulties. 


TO DISMOUNT AND MOUNT THE BOLT 

Raise and lower the bolt handle. Put a small pin, a piece of 
wood or a match, in the hole at the rear lower end of the 
cocking piece (9). Remove the bolt. Push the small lock on 
the froft part Of the bolt sleeve to the rear and turn boit 
sleeve (10) until the firing pin (11), the bolt sleeve and the 
other parts connected with them are separated from the 
bolt. Place the point of the firing ok on a piece of soft 
material (weed), and with the left hand grasping the bolt 
sleeve compress the firing pin spring, allowing the cocking 
piece to extend beyond the sleeve itself. Holding this tension, 
with the right hand turn the cocking piece one quarter turn 
to the left. The cocking piece may now be removed. To 
remove the smail lock from the bolt sleeve, push the lock 
to the rear and turn it so that the lock spring can move the 
lock forward, allowing the small pin to pass between the 
center and the outside of the bolt sleeve. The bolt is now 
completely dismounted and can be remounted by reversal 
of procedure. 


IMPORTANT!

ake it a rule to check the tightness of these screws from 

time to time — this is necessary since the wood under cer- 

tain conditions may contract due te dryness, for instance.
